Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner notes that the certified English 
translation is of the incorrect Priority document. The as-filed Oath/Declaration lists JP 2003-042730 (filing date: February 20, 2003) as the 
priority document associated with the pending application. In addition, the value of 40 nm for the combined thickness appears to be new 
matter, since the as-filed disclosure did not specifically list 40 nm. However, the Examiner did find data points at 25 nm and 50 nm. 
Finally, the Examiner notes that changing the range limitation would result in embodiments not previously considered, and would therefore 
require further search and/or consideration. 

The Examiner acknowledges that perfection of the claim for priority would be sufficient to remove the two Motohashi et al. references and 
that amendment to a reduced thickness range for the total magnetic layer thickness would require further consideration of the total 
thickness range disclosed as useable by the Takai et al. reference. However, changing the thickness range of the magnetic layer would 
require the filing of a RCE or continuation-type application since such a change would require further search and/or consideration.. 
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
